activity, and to do all acts necessary or convenient for carrying out the foregoing pur-— 
poses, provided that no purpose and no activity shall be undertaken and performed which :

(c) (3) of the Internal Revenue Code of 1954 or any corresponding future provision of

ARTICLE III: MEMBERSHIP 


1. Membership is open to any individual or group that supports the purposes of this _

2. Categories of membership and appropriate dues structures may be established from

ARTICLE IV: OFFICERS/EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 


The officers of the Association shall be a President, a President-Elect, a (Executive 
Secretary-Treasurer |DELETE: "and divisional chairpersons representing the major areas _ 
of theatre in the state of Kansas." ] and the Past-President. The officers will compose 
the Executtve Committee of the Association. The officers will receive no salary for 
services to the Association. os A 


ARTICLE V: [Execurive COMMITTEE] BOARD OF DIRECTORS 


The [Executive Committee) Board of Directors shall be composed of the above-named 
officers (Executive Committee) (DELETE: "and the immediate past-president") and the 
Chatrpersons of the separate Divistons of the Association. The [Executive Committee] | 
Board of Dtreetors shall exercise the powers granted to it in the By-laws. 


ARTICLE VI:: MEETINGS _ 


The Association shall meet at least once a year as called by the President. 


ARTICLE VII: LIQUIDATION OF ASSETS 


No part of the net income, revenue, and grants of the Association shall inure to the 
benefit of any member, officer or private individual (except that reasonable compen-— 
sation may be paid for services rendered in connection with one or more of its purposes) 
and no member, officer, or any private individual shall be entitled to share in the dis-_ 
tribution of a part of the assets of the Association on its dissolution or liquidation. 
In the event of such dissolution or liquidation, the assets of the Association, after _ 
payment of debts and obligations, shall be transferred to an organization with federal 
tax exemption for charitable and educational uses and purposes similar to those of this 
Association, which exempt organization shall be designated by the final [Executive Com- 
mittee] Board of Dtrectors of the Association. ae | | : 


ARTICLE VIII: AMENDMENTS 


Amendments to this Constitution may be proposed by any ten members of the Association

DIVISIONAL REPORTS 
UNIVERSITY/COLLEGE DIVISION: 


The University/College Division of AKT held its annual  Bsee ie in Likdebers on 
October 6th of this year. Eighteen members attended, representing 5 of the state uni- 
versities, 3 private four-year colleges, and 3 community colleges. One of the important 
issues discussed concerned the status of membership in AKT as a whole and in our Division © 
in particular.

It was my 
feeling that theatre graduate students would be particularly suitable and available, 
and that in many cases they could even arrange to get graduate credit for their work. _ 
The program need not be limited to graduate students, however, and could include faculty 
members or other qualified persons as well. The feeling has been expressed to me that | 
some community theatres could especially benefit from such a program, and the same might 
be true of small colleges also. AKT is in a position to serve as the clearing house for 
this program, providing there is an interest.

EXECUTIVE NOTES 


On November 16, I attended a meeting set up by the Kansas Arts Commission concerning 
504 (Arts and the Handicapped) regulations. It was enlightening and stimulating. eae 
away feeling challenged and wondering how the theatre people in Kansas are going to respond © 
to the — ae of the handicapped into our arts bagels gael 


|  Resentaalis 5904 is a non- discrimination regulation, not an "affirmative action" one. 
That means we cannot any longer, consciously or unconsciously, keep persons with handi- 
capping conditions from participating in our arts progamming solely on the basis of their 
handicaps, but we do not have to completely alter our programs to provide a certain number 
of opportunities for such persons (for example, we do not have to offer at least one play 
a year — has a part in it for a ee with one of the four handicapping conditions). 


Every arts sipardvauibtis receiving any kind of federal funds (CETA, revenue waning: 
National Endowment/Kansas Arts Commission, etc), must do a self-evaluation with the help 
of a committee composed of persons with handicapping conditions. My feeling is that if 
your community has an arts council, it would be well for that arts council to establish > 
the advisory committee of handicapped persons to be of service to all arts groups in the 
community, rather than each arts group setting up its own committee. There is no standard 
form for this self-evaluation, but it must include a look at your program's accessibility 
to persons with mental, physical, visual, and hearing impairments. It should note positive 
aspects of your program as well as negative (e.g., if your building already has ramps for 
the orthopedically handicapped, say so; if, like the Omaha pre tei you already do one 
je iat performance of each production, say SO). 


The Kansas Arts Commission itself must complete such an evaluation, and Mary Browne, 
KAC Coordinator for 504 has said ane will make the form they develop available to others. 


According to the legislation, it is supposed to be done by the end of November, 1979, 
and kept in your files. If you find that deadline impossible to Ber do the best you 
can as quickly as ee can. 


For those of you with facilities, had you thought of using phieea lettering on the 
rest rooms so visually impaired people can find the proper one without having to ask? 
How about casting a blind person in your production of Butterflies Are Free? How about 
trying to establish a creative dramatics program that could be available to persons with 
mental/emotional handicaps? How about sponsoring a tour of the Little Theatre of the Deaf? 


I was particularly moved by the remarks and mime demonstration ‘& Bernard Bragg, who 
has worked with Marcel Marceau and who is, by the way, deaf. And I was very stimulated 
by the workshop re the visually impaired which was a tactile art exhibit (sculpture) for 
which we were all blindfolded and found our way around the exhibit by following a string. 
Michael Byington, now of Topeka, was peaneoeery articulate about the needs of the 
Sree handicapped. 


| The Association of Kansas Theatre will offer a program regarding 504 at our Convention 
in Wichita, March lst. Mary Browne has agreed to come and explain the background of the 
legislation, which was absolutely fascinating to me and helped me to see it in a whole 
different light. Every theatre group receiving any kind of federal funds and all organi- 
zational members of AKT should plan to send at least one representative to that session.

At the close of their discussions the 
- participants in the Mid-America Assembly 
on the Future of the Performing Arts at 
the University of Missouri-Kansas City, 
September 13-16, 1979, reviewed as a 
group the following statement.

PREAMBLE 


In the past twenty years the nation has experienced a_ 
satisfying increase in the number and quality of performing 
arts institutions, facilities, and audiences. The Mid-America 
‘Assembly on the Future of the Performing Arts looks upon this 
‘phenomenon as admirable because of our deep conviction that 
the performing arts are of central importance to the health of 
a democratic society in which personal expression has always 
been held to be of paramount importance. It is indeed the arts 
that provide our best means “or: self expression and for cele- 
brating the privilege of our existence. The arts provide one 
of the few ways in which the display and understanding of
